He  serv- 
ed three  years  in  prison,  get- 
ting out  in  1957.

Lee  first  denied 
any  knowledge  of  Oswald,  who 
was  arrested  once  for  pass- 
ing out  Fair  Play  leaflets  in 
New  Orleans. 

Lee . then  discovered  in  his 
files  six  letters  from  Oswald, 
and  turned  them  over  to  the 
FBI.  Meanwhile,  federal 
authorities  had  uncovered  let- 
lets  from  Lee  among  Oswald’s 
effects.
